Their sole 
aim ts to secure the fruits of our 
peace with the Ukraine.”’ / 

The Chancellor asserted the. 
Central Powers had freed Po- 
land with the intention of call- 
ing an independent state into ex- 
istence.

\ Peace With Russia Achieved. 

The Chancellor continued: 


‘News was received yester- 
many that Petrograd had accepted 
omr conditions and had sent its 
‘representative to Brest-Litovsk 
far further negotiations. Ac- 
cordingly, our delegates’ traveled 
thither last evening. It is possi- 
‘Die that there will still be a dis- 
pute about details, but the main 
thing has been achieved. 

“The will to peace has been

within a very short time.

“The auxiliary cruiser Wolf has 
returned home after 15 months in 
the Atlantic, Indian and § Pacific 
Océans. | 

“The Kaiser has telegraphed his | 
welcome to the commander and 
conferred the Order Pour Le Merite 
together with a number of iron 
crosses on the officers and crew. 

“The Wolf was 
Frigate Captain Nerger, and inflict- | 
ed the greatest damage on enemy 
shipping by the destruction of cargo 
pa and cargo. She brought home. 
more than 400 members of crews of 
sunken ships of various nationalities, 
especiallly numerous colored and 
white British soldiers, besides sev- 
eral guns captured on armed steam- 
ers and great quantities of valuable | 
raw materials such as rubber, cop- | 
per, brass, zinc, ¢gocoa beans, copra | 
and similar articles to the value of | 
many million marks. | 

‘The English cruiser Turritella, | 


equipped as a second auxiliary cruis- 
er and christened Iltis. She success- 
fully operated in the Gulf of Aden 
under the command of the Wolf's 
first officer, Lieutenant-Captain 
Brandis, until confronted by British 
forces. She was sunk by her own 
crew, numbering 27, who are prison- 
ers in British hands, 

‘This cruise of the Wolf, carried 
out under most difficult circum- 
stances, with no base and no-.com- 
munication with home, constitutes a 
unique achievement.”’ 

According to the Admiralty state- 
ment, three American vessels were 


Beluga, 500 tons, belonging to the 
Pacific Steam Whaling Co. of San 
Francisco; the Winslow, a four-mast- 
ed schooner of 566 tons, hailing from 
San. Francisco, and the four-masted 
schooner Encore, 651 tons, the home 
pert of which was San Francisco. 

The other vessels mentioned are 
all British, except the Hitachu Maru, 
Japanese, of 6656 tons,’'and the Idotz 
Mendi, Spanish, 4648 tons. The 
Turretilla was of 3551 tons, the 
Jumna of 4152, the Wairuna 3947 
and the Matunga 1618. The Dee 
was a three-masted schooner of 
1169 tons.

Americans Move Too Fast.

Relief had just been 
completed in the German trenches 
and officers were making the 
rounds. A 

The Germans took shelter in a 
dugout roofed with rails and sand- 
bags. A French shell made a direct 
hit and the enemy scattered about 
the trench. At the same moment 
the Americans and French jumped 
in. 

There was some . hand-to-hand 
fichting, but the entire enemy party 
at this point was captured. The 
yaiders chased the enemy out. of 
other shelters and along communi- 
eating trenches without catching 
any.

Families Swept. Apart by Towering Combers or 
Drowned in Berths While Others Fight for 
Lives; Navigation by Dead Reckon- 

- ing at Fault. 


ST. JOHNS, N: F., Feb. 26 (By A 
P.).—Graphic stories of rescues from 
the wrecked Red Cross liner Florizel 
and further details of Sunday’s disas- 
in which 92 persons were lost, 
were related today’ by some of the 
44 survivors who are recovering 
here from-the terrible hardships 
they endured before they were ‘saved 
by small boats from the Newfound- 
land steamer Prospero. 

When Capt. Martin of the Florizel 
reached hei'e he was in such a state 
of collapse that he could make no 
statement. Members of the crew 
said the mistake in reckoning which 
brought the [Florizel head on to the 
coast, 20 miles north of Cape Race, 
when all hands thought she was well 
oul to Bea as she turned westward 
for Halifax, was due to running with- 
out the patent log. The heavy snow, 
forming an.icy crust, or what the na- 
tives term “‘‘slob,” as it struck the 
sea, made it impossible to use the 
log to register the steamer’s progress 
against the storm, ‘The steamship 
therefore was navigated by dead 
reckoning and, as frequently hap- 
pens in this region of shifting cur- 
rents and baffling winds, the. cal- 
culations were off. 

Many Lost in First 15 Minutes, 

Many of the passengers were 
swept to death haif-clad in less than 
15 minutes after the steamer struck 
the rocks. Dozens of passengers, 
trapped below decks, were drowned 
in their berths or at the foot of the 
companionways by cascading seas 
which filled the saloon. 

Directed by officers and crew who 
never for a moment forgot the best 
traditions of the sea in looking after 
their passengers, those who escaped 
from the saloon sought safety on the 
bridge deck, Two hours later a 
giant wall of water thundered upon 
them. wrenching the structure bod- 
ily from its base and engulfing 30 
men and women.

Pitiful Separation of Families.

Three-year-old Betsy Munn, 
daughter of John S. Munn, manag- 
ing direetor of “the line, was swept 
overboard before his eyes. The 
child’s nurse had been drowned in 
her bert#. Munn was swept to his 
death with the’ group on the bridge 
deck. Fred Butler, an architect of 
this city, who was going to Florida 
with his wife, was supporting her 
agdinst the rush.of water when one 
comber towering above all the oth- 
ers snatched her from his arms. He 
was carried along helplessly in the 
torrent, bringing up in a tangle of 
wreckage. Bruised and enmeshed, 
he was unable to extricate himself 
and perished. ie 


Fought for Life: With Fists. 


One of the most remarkable tales 
of the survival, of the strongest re- 
lates the way in which Maj. Michael 
Sullivan, commander of the New 
Foundland Forestry Battalion, and 
Ralph Burnham, cadet of, the Royal 
Flying Corps, fought back death, lit- 
erally with their bare fists, and 
brought through with them a naked 
Spanish stoker. Maj. Sullivan and 
the young suUbaltern contrived to 
shelter themselves in the upper sec- 
tion of the bunker through which 
ashes from thé stokehold are emp- 
tied into the sea. There, for 26 
hours, they maintained themselves. 
They nearly perished with the cold, 
and to keep warmth in their bodies 
beat each other lustily) with their 
fists. . 

Into their precarious retfeat crept 
one of the Spanish stokers, naked 
and ‘nearly dead from the shock of 
icy water after the terrific heat of 
the fireroonr. ~ He was too numb*to 
fight for his own life: So the Major 
and the Corporal fought.for him. 
From pummeling themselves, they 
took to pummeling the stoker.  ‘Se- 
curing a.tarpatilin, they . wrapped. it 
about him and, though nearly 
hausted themselves, théy kept up 
the prostrate stoker’s circulation by 
unceasing. exertions. They brought 
the stoker through, but yhe lies at a 
hospital here seriously ill: Burnham 
was badly frost-bitten and Maj.-Sul- 
livan. was -injured when flying 
wreckage crushed one of his legs. 


Trapped by Water in Stateroom.. 


Another terrible experience was 
that of John Kieley, manager of a 

oving picture theater in this city. 
He is the only one of those trapped 
below who lives to teil ef_it. The 
first rush of water flooded his state- 
room, but th»: air preagure at the top 
of the room kept down the water, so 
that by lying onthe upper berth 
with. his nose to the céiling he was 
able to escape drowning. His treat-

300 or 400 feet, with no beach to 
speak of at high tide, the water was 
white with an almost unbroken swirl 
of breakers, making it impossible te 
send out a lifeboat. 
of naval gunners from this city man- 
aged to. shoot a line aboard the 
steamer, but those on board. were 
powerless to make it fast, as the 
fore part of the steamer-was contin- 
ually buffeted by huge. seas, the 
aftermath of yesterday’s blizzard. 

In the forecéastie, into which the 
breakers smashed their way, and in 
the forerigging, the 44 survivors hud- 
dled helplessly. Outside the ring of 
surf lay a fleet of rescue steamers, 
including the. Prospero, which had 
been sent by the Government to the 
scene with special life-saving appa- 
ratus. Volunteers went over'the side 
of the Prospero in three surf boats 
and four dories. 

Shooting the breakers with great 


daring, the flotilla worked under the 


lee of the Florizel and helped the 
two women and’ the 42 men into the 
boats. ‘It was suicidal to attempt to 
make a landing wnder the cliffs, and 
the return trip, with crowded boats 
of exhausted survivors against the 
heavily running seas, was accom- 
plished with difficulty. 

The surf boats, -especially con- 
structed for this kind of rescue work, 
weathered the seas safely, but not 
one bit behind were the dingy dories 
of the fishermen. They were han- 
dled by specially picked dory men, 
who knew every trick of their trade 
and the sinews, skill and the stami-+ 
na necessary for the job and the dory 
men placed their freight aboard the 
rescue fleet without the loss of a 
man or a Single mishap. After mak- 
ing sure that no one was left alive 
on the Wrecked liner, the fleet put 
about and headed for St.. John’s. 
Most of those lost wefe swept over- 
board within a few minutes after the 
ship stranded.

Thousands of Men Engaged and 
Shelis in Unheard of Quan- 


FRENCH GRAND HEADQUAR- 
TERS, Monday, Feb. 25 (By A. P.). 
—Trench raids along the French 
front have increased in intensity dur-. 
ing the last month to such an extent 
that they’ have become, in some in- 
Stances, battles in’ which thousands 
of men have been engaged and hun- 
dreds of prisoners taken. The ar-| 
tillery is throwing unheard quan- 
tities of shells. 


The objects of the raids vary 
widely. Sometimes a raid is under- 
taken in order to identify enemy 
units and at other times to improve 
the lines or capture ébservation 
points. .Again, a raid may be made 
to destroy the enemy's works ahd 
prevent him from attacking. ‘This 
Was the case in Satufday's raid at 
Aspach, Aisace, where the Germans 
were in strongly fortified lines which 
they had held since December, 1914. 
The enemy positions were bombard- 
ed beyond recognition and placed in 
such condition as to hinder German 
operations. 

The cneremepntent datcnéa the 
showers of metal tearing away the 
wire entanglements, flattening the 
gun emplacements and setting fire to 
the enemy ammunition dumps. The 
operation was a complete surprise to 
the Germans, and most of them then 
retired to rear positions, while 
French infahtry completed the work 
of the gunners. Only a few prison- 
ers were taken, but most valuable’ 
information regarding the pnemy’'s 
disposition of trodps was obtained 
before the French returned to their 
own lines. 

Other successful raids in Lorraine, 
the Argonne and northwest of 
Rheims have, demonstrated the na- 
ture of the German defense system. 

Nearly everywhere the enemy front 
lines are held lightly and the main 
bodies of troops are kept so far in 
the rear that occasionally the French 
Lave reached the third and even the 
fourth line with slight resistance. 
This is the reason for the generally 
smail number of prisoners, though in 
Lorraine the Germans were caught 
napping last week and the haul of 
prisoners was large, 525 men being 
taken. 

In addftion to these big raids there 
have been innumerable smaller 
ones which*have not been mentioned 
in the official statements. These

SHOOTING UP ALASKA. 


HE last big game country, of the United 
States is in Alaska. There the moose, cari- 
bou and mountain sheep, three of the finest big 
game creatures on the continent, are still fairly abund- 
ant. A great effort has been made to preserve that 
remnant of the wild herds which formerly existed in 
most of the Northern States, and it has borne good 
fruit up to this time. Now Congressman Sulzer of 
Alaska wants Congress to legalize the sale of big 
game in Alaska, and of course all the shippers and 
dealers in wild game are for it. Wild game, for the 
short time it lasts, brings a premium in the market 
there as here. Mr.’ Sulzer says that mining communi- 
ties in Alaska need the wild meat, and he says this 
change is desired only for the term of the war; but 
the bill-he has introduced in Congress legalizes pos- 
session of wild meat in cold storage at any time, and 
it is not very difficult for one to make out that what 
some of the people in Alaska want to do is to take 
advantage of the war to throw the wild meat of the 
territory on the market. Their desire is not to feed 
any hungry person, but to make money. 

Prance, a far-seeing nation—the one country in 
‘Europe prepared for pan-Germanism when it drew its 
sword, and therefore the salvation of us all—absolute- 
ly stopped the killing of all wild game when the war 
broke out. It was only in the fourth year of the 
war, after holding on to the last chance of saving 
this food supply and source of recreation to the peo- 
ple until she could no longer hope to save it, that 
France reluctantly let the bars down on game. 

The present game laws in Alaska permit a hunter 
to kill in the open season two bull. moose, three cari- 
bou and three sheep. Caribou meat may be sold for 
15 days, and may be in possession for 15 days there- 
after. For that liberal law, under which the big 
game of Alaska might be preserved forever, Con- 
gressman Sulzer proposes to substitute one under 
which both bull and cow moose may be killed in sea- 
son and the meat of all wild game held in cold storage 
indefinitely. However, Congress, we feel sure, will 
permit no such folly. It is only the same thing that 
all the enemies of wild life everywhere, defeated on 
every other front, have been trying to accomplish. 
The State Game Commissioner of Missouri protested 
against it in a letter to the Post-Dispatch a few days 
ago. There is no real need of food behind the move- 
ment, which is afoot in states where there is no wild 
game to which the people could have recourse as well 
as in those where they could. This is because wild 
game can be killed in quantity only in certain parts 
of the country, but it can be sold all over it. 

Let us hold on to our wild life. It will be time 
enough to fall upon our Alaskan big game, our park 
buffalo and our. city zoological gardens when we have 
been in the war as long as it took Prance to surrender 
her wild things. F

eA food shortage the group of 


pioneer inventors who per- 
labor-saving machinery for 
the farm rank as benefactors of 
the race. Chief among them was 
Cyrus Hall McCormick, born in 
Walnut Grove, Va, 109 vears ago. 
His father was a machinist and in- 
ventor, and had worked for years 
on a grain reaping machine. When 
Cyrus was 21 he took up his 
father’s work and perfected a 
reaper which embodied most of 
the essential principles of the reap- 
ers of today. The first successful 
reaper, however, was patented in 
1826, by a Scotch clergyman, the 
Rev. Patrick Bell, and it was not 
until 1834 that McCormick re- 
ceived a patent on his machine, 
in many ways an improvement on 
the Bell type. At the same time 
Abraham Randall had manufac- 
tured a reaper and Obed Hussey, 
another American inventor, had 
entered the field with a machine 
Which possessed great merit. The 
Hussey machine was most popu- 
lar for’ many years, but McCor- 
mick, though not always able to 
sustain his patents in court, grad- 
ually outdistanced his earlier com- 
petitors. At the London exhibi- 
tion in 1851 the McCormick and 
Hussey machines were given a 
competitive trial, and McCormick 
was awarded ,the medal. At a 


later trial, however, when Hussey | 


was in England to demonstrate his 
machine, the judgs decided in his 
favor. McCormick made a fortune 
out of his machine and became 
famous as a philanthropist.

M leaders to employ the art of camouflage, and although we may 
think it one of the most recent products of modern warfare, 
Semiramis beat us to it about 2600, maybe 4100 years, there eeems to be 
some slight doubt and disagreement among historians as to the lady’s 


birthday. 


HOUGH some progress in the 
T art of camouflage really 
ought to have been made 
by this time, Semiramis succeeded 
up to a certain point in fooling an 
opposing army into thinking her 
camels were elephants. A mis- 
take she made in the use of 
camouflage was to hide a weak- 
ness behind an appearance of 
strength, whereas in our more en- 
lightened age the disguise usually 
is made to give the appearance of 
innocence and harmlessness to ac- 
tual danger and strength.

Semiramis, who became Queen 
of Assyria, reigning in undisputed 
supremacy over splendid Nineveh 
and causing Babyion to become 
theeymboil of @rban extravagance 
for all time, arose from obscurity. 
An@ it was an obscurity made more 
elusive by the fondness of the an- 
clents for shrouding in myth and 
legend the origin of their heroes 
and heroines. 

A popular fad of the day was to 
ascribe to them a deified ancestry. 
their trips from Olympus being 
chaperoned by motherly’ birds or 
beasts. In Semiramis’ case it was 
doves who fed and tended the in- 
fant. And so Semiramis is the 
Assyrian word for dove or pigeon. 


TEN quite a young girl, our 
W heroine became the bride 

‘of an army officer by the 
name of Menon, very much as many 
young girls are doing nowadays, 
with the; exception that in As- 
syria the war bride accompanied 
her hsuband if she felt so in- 
clined, to camp or battle field. 
There have to be horrid old regu- 
lations nowadays to prevent army 
wives from tagging along. 

When Ninus invaded Media, the 
campaign was a series of successes, 
one after another city falling be- 
fore Assvrian hosts until they 
brought up before the impregna- 
ble walls of Bactria. Might as 
well quit and go home, Ninus and 
his staff were concluding, when 
Semiramis appeared in the council 
tent scolding the men for theftr 
lack of resolution. 

“Why, I'll lead a storming party 
myself,”” she eaid, “if you men 
will follow me.” 

To call her bluff, no doubt, the 
men picked up their arms, but 
Semiramis made good her word 
and, moreover, proved herself 
equal to the emergency. Amidst 
terrific volleys of stones and spears 
and arrows, before which the 
bravest men turned pale, she lied 
the’ forlorn hope to the foot of the 
citadel. Reanimated by the vision 
of a yottig and lovely woman 
braving the same dangers as them- 
selves, and seemingly revivified, an 
army soon was pouring over the 
parapets. Semiramis is said to 
have been the first up the scaling 
ladder and with her own hands to 
have planted the golden banner of 


the Assyria above the capital of |

F course, the King felt 
O touched and gratified at 
such devotion to his cause 
and besought the lady’s hand in 
marriage. ‘The small matter of a 
husband was not allowed to stand 
in the way, though divorce is 
known as a modern improvement, 
there were dungeon keepers and 
headsmen at the disposal of Kings. 
Soon a domineering wife was be- 
coming an ambitious Queen and 
another husband was not to stand 
in the way, even though he be a 
King. Semiramis got all the lead- 
ing courtiers under a spell—fall- 
ing back upon feminine wiles for 
this, ’tis said—the King was cast 
into prison and leaving a woman 
not of royal blood in supreme con- 
trol. ' 

To discourage any lingering gos- 
sip as to the lowliness of her 
origin, the old writers tell us Semi- 
ramis determined to apply herself 
to great enterprises that would 
immortalize her name. If she did 
not actually found Babtlyon, she is 
given credit for adorning it with 


. many of its most splendid edifices, 


and lavishness and display made 
people forget if she was not to the 
manner born. Not satisfied with 
the vast empire left her by Ninus, 
at last she undertook what no oth- 
er sovereign of ancient times ex- 
cept Alexander the Great attempt- 
ed to do, to carry a war into In- 
dia. 

For this campaign she raised an 
army which,. if the historian 
Ctesias does not stretch the long 
bow, would have made even a 
Kaiser envious. Three million foot 
soldiers, 50,000 horse, with char- 
iots tn proportion and several 
thousand camels, made up the out- 
fit. 


OW, the chief strength of the 
N Indians was known to Ile 
in the countless myriads of 
elephants they employed in battle. 
Elephants could just wade in and 
mow things down like the tanks of 
English invention and adaption 
from the tractor tnvention. The 
only fear Semiramis had was of 
those elephants. So here is where 
she tried her camouflage. 

ATl her camels she had rigred 
up in disguise as elephants. They 
footed the enemy, too, for quite a 
number of days, and Shabrohates 
wasted a lot of energy and thought 
on strategy and tacticsn. But you 
couldn't fool the real elephants. 
When at last the armies were 
brought to a stand and cloged in 
deadly combat, the real elephants 
just walked into the counterfeita, 
stampeding, destroying and routing 
and scattering them all the way 
back beyond the Indus. 

The trouble about Semiramis’ 
camouflage, you see, was that she 
went at it wrong end to. She used 
it as a bluff rather than as the 
subtle seductive device for begull- 
ing the enemy. This was the 
greatest and the last campaign un- 
dertaken by Semiramis. At the 
end she was either slain by her son. 
Ninyus, or abdicated tn his favor.

Needed for the Home Garden 


After Diagraming Your Ground, 
Decide What Vegetables You), 
Want to Plant and Get Your 


Seed Early. / 


ET the seed for your home 
G garden early. This is an im- 

portant step in the home 
gardener’s effort to supply fresh 
vegetables for his table and for 
canning and to help relieve the de- 
mand on the country’s supplies of 
food. 

Seed should be ordered well in 
advance of the time for planting in 
the open, so that it will be ready 
for planting in flats or frames and 
also for use outdoors as soon as 
the weather and the condition of 
the soil make it possible. Before 
ordering the seed the home gar- 
dener should decide what vegeta- 
bles he wants to raise and also 
should look over his garden plot or 
plan and decide on the best loca- 
tien for each vegetable, determin- 
ing how much seed will be\ re- 
quired for the space available for 
each variety. A well-laid garden 
plan, the preparation of which was 
described yesterday in this series, 
will be a great aid in determining 
the amounts and varieties of seed 
that will be needed. 

Just what vegetables are to be 
grown depends, of course, upon the 
individual tastes of the family. 
In general, the alm of the home 
gardener should be to raise vegeta- 

bles in which freshness is an im- 
portant quality. Peas,\string beans, 

Lima beans, asparagus, and sweet 
corn, for example, lose much if 
they are not cooked almost imme- 
diately after they are picked. In 
the case of potatoes, corn, cucum- 
bers, squashes and melons, it 
should be remembered that these 
vegetables occupy a large area in 


proportion to their yield and in a 
small garden 


consume valuable 
space which, in most cases, could 
be used more profitably. 


N the case of potatoes, however.
